The outcome of a vital meeting of the 
Western Region Commission on Thursday, 


October 11, is now in jeopardy. -

torian Government’s refusal to co-operate with 
Canberra in the regional proposals. 

- This refusal was highlighted fast week 


when the Victorian Minister for Local Govern-- 


ment, Mr. Allan Hunt, attacked the Federal 
Government. 

Mr. Hunt’s reported allegations included: 

@ The Féderal regional proposals were a 
“confidence trick’ designed td trap local 
government. 

@ The Commonwealth’s plan would threat- 
en the future of local governments. 

For some time officers of the Department 
of Urban and Regional Development have been 
conferring with Victorian Government depart- 
mental officers in efforts to overcome admini- 
strative problems associated with the Common- 
wealth providing money for local government 
councils in Victoria. 


Broken down 


When. it appeared that progress was being 
made, the Western Region Commission's ex- 
ecutive called a meeting for October 11 to 
hear proposals, from a representative of the 
Department of Urban and Regional Develop- 
ment, about how the regional plans would be 
implemented. . 

_ But it now appears — especially following 
the outburst by Mr, Hunt — that the Common- 
wealth-State discussions have broken down.
